Husband, Wife, Daughter 
Kidnapped and Murdered 


MANSFIELD, O., July 22.~ 
(AP)—The nude bodies of a vet- 
eran Mansfield reformatory ex- 
ecutive, his wife and their 21- 
year-old daughter were found 
today in a cornfield, eight hours 
after they were kidnapped from 
their home? 

Victims of the kidnap-slaying 
were John E, Niebel, 50, super- 
intesGent of the reformatory's 
farm for 20 years; his wife, 52, 
and their daughter, Phyllis, 

Niebel had been shot through 
the head. Mrs. Niebel’ had bullet 
wounds in the head and abdo- 
men, The daughter, her light 
red hair done up in pin curls, 
had black-and-blue marks about 


the head and face as if she had 
been beaten to death, 

Coroner D. C, Lavender said 
he would conduct an autopsy to 
determine the cause of the 
deaths, He said the bodies, nude 
except for a pair of shoes worn 
by Mrs. Niebel, had been lying 
in the corrfield about seven 
hours before being discovered, 

The three victims, clad in their 
night clothing, had been kidnap- 
ped before dawn> The kidnap- 
pers ransacked the residence 

Empty purses of all three, with 
Niebel's spectacles, were found 
on a dining room table, A shot- 


gun, rifle and revolver, were 
missing. 
Cigarette stubs were found 


snuffed into carpets on both the | 
first aud second floors. None of 


the family smoked, 

Sheriff Frank E, Robinson and 
other authorities were known to 
be working on a theory that the 
“Ambrose killers have struck 
again.” Such a theory links the 
triple kidnap-murder to two for- 
mer reformatory convicts being 
sought for questioning in the 
July killing of a Columbus tavern 
operator, Earl Ambrose, 

Two Columbus men, Robert | 
Mur! Daniels, 24, and Jomes Coul- 
ter West, 22, were identified by 
witnesses as the killers of Am- 
brose. Columbus police were 
called in to help in the investiga- 
tion of the Niebel slayings.

The use of Edmonton’s three public 
swimming pools has increased so enor- 
mously in the past year that at least ten 
more pools are needed to provide an ade- 
quate service to the people of this city. 

Up to the end of June this year re- 


ceipts from the pools were $12,403.96 as 
against $5,826.93 for the same period in 


1947, . 


Attendance for the first six months 
of 1948 was 63,442 compared with 43,408 
for the first six months of 1947. 

Last Sunday more than 1,400 swim- 
mers lined up to get into the South Side 


pool alone. 


But even this tremendously increased 
attendance does not indicate the full need 
because thousands 
people stay away from the pools merely 


for more pools 


because they are crowded. 


There should be one pool for every 
10,000 of population if Edmonton is to be 
properly served in this regard. 

But the urgency of the need for more 
pools does not rest entirely upon the con- 
venience of the public. The most vital need 
centres around the use ofthe pools in 
teaching children to swim. 

Every summer in this area there is a

Such places should be properly patrol- 
led, of course, and have readily available 
facilities for rescue and resuscitation.

For our subject today we will 
sonsider the possibilities of 
broadcasting the sessions of the 
provincial legislative assembly, 
a proposal which pops up from 
time to time and is obviously 
such a splendid, democratic idea 
that nothing whatever is done 
about it. 

I am resurrecting the sugges- 
tion at this point because of 
yome lessons to be learned from 
the recent continuous broadcast- 
ing of the Republican Party's 
nominating convention, 

Opinion on those broadcasts 
has been sharply divided. Some 
pundits profess to believe that 
they revealed the delegates and 
speakers as good-hearted, enthu- 
siastic, spectacle-loving Ameri- 
cans. Others (including this 
department) felt that the broad- 
cast served to show up a crowd 
of professional windbags and the 
seamier side of American politics. 

These extreme differences of 
opinion, democratically healthy 
in themselves, are possibly only 
because the proceedings of that 
Philadelphia circus were exposed 
to the open microphone, 

None of the newspaper or 
magazine stories came as near 
to capturing the atmosphere or 
the tensions or the spirit of that 
congregation as did the naked 
sound, 

Senator Bricker's speech, for 
example, could be read in a 
newspaper with no more result 
than a yawn or shrug. Heard on 
the air it would either fill you 
with an emotional fervor or 
(as in my case) profound disgust. 

The broadcasts reinforced my 
opinion that a microphone can be 
a powerful medium in educating 
the people who, so often, elect 
their representatives to Victoria 
or Ottawa and forget all about 
them until the next election rolls 
around, 

I believe that a daily broadcast 
of the actual government show 
would have a tremendous eftect 
in keeping the people informed 
and in improving their choice of 
representatives. I am also fairly 


certain it would be lively and 
entertaining radio, 
Securing 
A Box Seat 
Let's consider this proposal 


purely from the standpoint of 
broadcasting the daily sessions in 
Victoria, 

To begin with, that is a fasei- 
nating and absorbing perform- 
ance, a place of lively and im- 
portant debate every bit as com- 
pelling as any open forum or 
round table program on the air 
You would not realize this unless 
you've occupied a seat in the 
spectator’s gallery, There is a 
fine clash of personalities and 
ideas. The issues themselves 
even those rating a paragraph or 
two in the prints, are rarely dull. 

Most important of all, the spec- 
tator can weigh the merits and 
sincerity of the members through 
this persona] continuing observa- 
tion, There are certain gents in 
that austere chamber, for ex- 
ample, who are so ineffectual and 


ill equipped fer their task that 
they would obviously get the 
royal heave-ho if any large num- 
bers of their constituents could 
observe them in action, 

The placing of microphones 
within ratige of those voices 
would be the next best thing to 
a ringside seat. 

There are several ways in 
which this eavesdropping could 
be produced. In Saskatchewan, 
where the first North American 
experiment in this kind of thing 
was carried out, time was alloted 
to the various political groups by 
a radio committee, The allotment 
was on the basis of representation 
in she House or the same kind 
of policy that the CBC had in its 
free time for politicians. 

It seems to me this system has 
grave weaknesses. It means that 
only a certain portion of the pro- 
ceedings are broadcast and that, 
within that time limit, the mem- 
bers will obviously be “mike-con- 
scious” and very aware that they 
are being listened to outside, 

A better plan would be to trans- 
cribe the entire proceedings of 
the day to be “edited” later into 
an hour's program, designed to 
give not merely the important 
debate, but the most interesting 
and entertaining. With that ma- 
terial, any competent radio man 
could produce a_ stimulating 
show. The “Hooper” rating in 
Saskatchewan topped every pro- 
gram at its time, 


It Is Really 
Nothing New 


The real pioneering in this kind 
of political education was don 
in New Zealand, which began 
broadcasting the proceedings in 
its House of Commons in 1936 
(to combat a hostile daily press) 
and in Australia, which put par- 
liament on the air a couple of 
years ago, 

Some of the results of the Aus- 
tralian experiment are reported 
by Albert Norman in a recent 
issue of the Christian Science 
Monitor, He writes that taxi 
drivers, elevator men, bank of- 
officials and a general cross-sec- 
tion of the population have sur- 
prised him by prefacing a remark 
with: “I was listening to parlia- 
ment last night...” 

Richard J. F. Boyer, chairman 
of the Australian Broadcasting 
Commission, is authority for the 
statement that the program has 
been no mere novelty, but that 
the broadcast is continuing to in- 
crease its number of listeners. 

“In Australian experience,” 
Norman writes: “The broadcast- 
ing of parliament is paying rich 
dividends in citizenship which 
are increasing in value as more 
and more people come to appre- 
ciate the great central institution 
of their freedom. At a time when 
ready access to public informa- 
tion is recognized as a condition 
of freedom, unquestionably this 
service becomes a bulwark of 
that freedom.” 

Sounds reasonable to me. Of 
course, there may be govern- 
ments who'd rather not risk any 
needless @xposure.

Shortening Savers 
Help Housewives 
Hurdle High Costs 


Today with the high cost of 
butter, shortening products ana 
lard it makes you wonder how 
you can cut down the cost in 
this quarter. Here are a few 
suggestions for stretching and 
conservation: < 

1, Ration out the butter at 
meals as in wartime. 


2. Remove butter from paper | 


when it is cold. Keep in cover- 
ed dish in refrigerator, 

3. Mayonnaise and cottage 
cheese ¢an be used in place of 
butter. 


4. Have you tried extending| 


your butter with eggs, canned 
milk or gelatin, 

5. Don't use butter for baking 
—use shortening in your bis- 
cuits, dumplings, cakes, etc. 

6. Stretch your shortening by 
mixing half and half with clari- 
fied and deflavorized home fats 

7. Keep a coffee can or cover- 
ed jar in refrigerator to save 
drippings and cooking fats for 
clarifying. 

8. To clarify and deflavorize 
fat, heat equal quantities of fat 
and water together in a large 
heavy pot. Add a few slices of 
raw potato and a pinch of soda. 
Be sure and use iarge pot as 
it foams a bit. 

Heat all together for about 19 
minutes and then strain through 
fine sieve or 2 thicknesses 2f 
cheesecloth. Let cool and re- 
move cake of fat from top, This 
can be mixed with prepared 
shortening for many baking 
purposes.
